Mrs. Owen and Gentlemen: 


In accordance with usual procedure and the requirements of the statutes, we 
are submitting this annual report presenting a summary of the financial trans- 
actions for the school year 1946-1947 and carrying forward significant statistical 
tables to include data for 1946-1947. 

Looking back over the year certain highlights deserve special mention: 

1. A beginning was made in the transfer from a plan of semi-annual pro- 
motion to one of annual promotion, : 

2. Mid-year entrance of beginning pupils was discontinued and birth certifi 
cates were required for entering primary children. 

3. The first year of operation of the Broadway-Edison Technical School dem- 
onstrated the substantial success of the experiment. 

4. Plans were completed and accepted by the Board for the View Ridge, 
Brighton, Crown Hill, Hughes and Edison schools and the new Administration 
Building. 

5. Enrollment followed the predicted trend toward an increase in the ele- 
mentary schools and a decline in the secondary schools. 

Effective operation of the Seattle Public Schools requires consistent teamwork 
on the part of a great body of people. Policy determination is the function of 
the Board of School Directors. Faithful implimentation and execution of those 
policies depend upon the interlocking services of 2,600 Central Office staff, 
principals, teachers, clerks, operative and maintenance workers. Last but not 
least, 100,000 parents must contribute friendly understanding and active support. 

This teamwork has been the determining factor in whatever success has been 
achieved. We have felt it during the year, been encouraged by it, and are grate- 
ful for it.
